Finds that taking |egal action against a manufactured/
mobile honme community landlord for violations of the
manuf act ured/ nobi | e hone | andl ord-tenant act can be a costly
and |engthy process, and that many people cannot afford to
pursue a court process to vindicate statutory rights.
Manuf act ur ed/ nobi | e home comunity |andlords will also benefit
by having access to a process that resol ves disputes quickly
and efficiently.

Decl ares an intent to provide an equitable as well as a
|l ess costly and nore efficient way for manufactured/ nobile
home tenants and nmanufactured/ nobile home comunity | andl ords
to resolve disputes, and to provide a nechanism for state
authorities to quickly locate manufactured/ nobile hone
comunity | andl ords.

Declares an intent to authorize the departnent of
l'icensing to regi ster manufactured/ nobile home comunities and
collect a registration fee.

Declares an intent to authorize the attorney general to:
(1) Produce and distribute educational materials regarding the
manuf actured/ mobile home | andl ord-tenant act and the
manuf act ur ed/ nobi | e hone di spute resol ution programcreated in
this act;

(2) Adm nister the dispute resolution program by taking
conpl ai nts, conducting investigations, making determ nations,
issuing fines and other penalties, and participating in
adm ni strative dispute resolutions, when necessary, when there
are alleged violations of the manufactured/ nobile hone
| andl ord-tenant act; and

(3) Collect and annually report upon data related to
di sputes and viol ations, and make recommendati ons on nodifying
chapter 59.20 RCW to the appropriate conmttees of the
| egi sl ature.

Requires the departnent to annually register all
manuf act ur ed/ nobi l e honme communities. Each community nust be
regi stered separately. The departnment nust deliver by nmail
registration notifications to all known manufactured/ nobile
home conmmunity landlords. Registration information packets
nmust include: (1) Registration fornms; and

(2) Regi stration assessnent i nformati on, i ncl udi ng
registration due dates and late fees, and the collections
procedures, liens, and charging costs to tenants.

Both Section 10 of this bill and Section 9 of Substitute House
Bill 2118 anend RCW 59. 22. 250, concerning the Ofice of Mbile
Hone Affairs, located within the Departnent of Community Trade &
Econom ¢ Devel opnent. The anendnents in separate bills may
| ead to confusion with |legislative intent.

For this reason, | have vetoed Section 10 of Engrossed Second
Substitute House Bill 1461.

Wth the exception of Section 10, Engrossed Second Substitute
House Bill 1461 is approved.
